Turkeys to Be 
Cheap This Year 


Turkey*, for the Thanksgiv­ 
ing Day dinner, should be cheap 
this year, according to a fore­ 
cast of the 1928 turkey crop in 
the leading producing states. It 
is estimated that the crop iff 4 
per cent larger this year than 
in 1927. 
The 
greatest 
increase 
this 
year is in 
the western states, 
^articularly . W ashington, Ore­ 
gon, California, Nevada, Utah 
and Idaho. 
This is attributed 
in part to the development of 
commercial hatching and 
the 
sale of day-old poultff. 
The North-Central states also 
show an increase in production 
while the southern states have 
a noticeable reduction 
The Pennsylvania crop »* re­ 
ported as 98 per cent of the 
1927 production, with the birds
